REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . A telephone interview was field on January 1 5, 201 0 and Applicant's Attorney 
presented his arguments and gave a further explanation of the claimed subject matter. 
An agreement was made between Applicant's Attorney and the Examiner that the cited 
prior art does not fully anticipate the claims. The Examiner then conducted an updated 
search and found Applicant's arguments filed January 25, 2010 to be persuasive. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a rearview mirror 
assembly of an automotive vehicle with a flashing device as set forth in Claims 1 and 48 
having a double sided printed circuit board including at least one light emitting 
component in each of its sides and being located transversely with respect to an 
elongated passage and creating two areas, a rear area and a front area such the one of 
the light emitting components projects light along the rear area. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
